about 20 years ago, 

TlmlymbrA eflipaclttidct F.V.M.—This fine Swi-orchut is fairly ptetHrful 
at Pomona I (Miss I.. Canfield and Rev. C, T> Jang). Formerly it was 
abundant near Sandringham, etc Seven plants were noted by the writer 
near black Rock in September, 1933. 

Prnxophyllum Archnt Pk.f .-—This species was collected at More-ton Bay, 
Queensland, by Dr. C P. Ledwarri, not previously recorded from that Slate. 
Ills specimens reached a height of 9 inches, and bore greenish-yellow flowers 
with reddish markings.
